The Origin ot Massasfe. 


China claims to have originated mas- 


sage treatment. According to long time 
Chinese ideas, life is entirely dependent 
on "air currents," which are designat- 
ed as the primary aura o* the organism. 
So long, then, as tho body is permeated 
by the frir current it ig proof against 
disease, and the object of physical es- 
ercisa is to circulate the air current.

Later on, 
in tho second period, the various parts 
of the body are rubood with wooden 
planks until tho muscles are hardened, 
and it is not until tho hardening takes 
place that the real physical exercises 
are taken. Between the fifth and sixth 
month is the period of g1 eatest activity, 
the European dumbbell being replaced 
by largo sacks filled with stones. It is 
in tho third period that the back mns- 
cl&s aro 
chiefly exercised.—Chicago

By this excessive covering our periph- 
eral nerves are too intensely impressed 
ay caloric changes, our capillary blood 
system too feebly and incompletely de- 
veloped to battle most successfully with 
neat, disease and traumatic impressions, 
tta muscular fat and connective tissue 
substance are all too deficient and de- 
fective for our greatest comfort and 
welfare. All its functional powers have 
been reduced. Yet seldom is heard a 
cry to develop the skin.—Philadelphia 
Medical Journal.

power to direct. 


With one money factor as a medium of exchange the control of the 


one metal, or the greater part of it, will not require any effort by th 
money power because it controls the gold in the world now, whicl 
control of gold gives force to the efforts of Mammon to demonitiz 
silver—that it may not only control the gold of the world, but through 
the gold of the world control the whole earth, which is its real pur 
pose. 


It being true that the larger part of the gold of the world is con 


troled by Mammon, it has the power to direct the gold; then it can 
be used at pleasure and in such a way that to-day money will be plenti 
ful and to-morrow it will be scarce, Tid when it becomes scarce thi 
earnings of labor all over the earth will be gathered to swell the mil 
lions of Mammon. 


Whenever the money power may determine to make a levy on th 


earth to its advantage by gathering the profits of labor the circulatini 
money medium will be reduced and money will increase in value anc 
the price and value of property will correspondingly decrease. 


The value of money is like other commodities, it is regulated by sup 


ply and demand, and if the money power controls the circulating me 
dium of the world it will only require the will of the power that con 
trols to withdraw it from circulation and make it scarce and valuable 
which, as a result, will depreciate the value of property, which th 
money power in some form will receive as its harvest from the industry 
of the people cf the eaith. 


The contention 'of Mammon is to control the earth through the 


demonetization of silver and the contention of the people of the earth 
should be to prevent any such calamitous result.
